Remarks 



Claims 1-20 are pending. The Office Action divided the claims into two groups: Group 
I, claims 1-12, 19, and 20, drawn to flow field plates and fuel cells comprising a flow field plate; 
and Group II, claims 13-18, drawn to methods for sizing a flow field path in a flow field plate. 
Applicants elect, with traverse, to prosecute Group I, claims 1-12, 19, and 20. 

Applicants traverse because Groups I and II are sufficiently related that search and 
examination of the claims together would not be an undue burden, For instance, Claim 1 (Group 
I) includes a flow field path which has "a width, depth, and length such that a molar flow rate of 
reactant that enters said at least one flow field path is proportional to an area serviced by said at 
least one flow field path" and the method of claim 13 (Group II) includes "sizing a cross 
sectional area and length of said flow field path so that a molar flow rate of reactant that enters 
said flow field path is proportional to the area serviced by said flow field path " In view of this 
common feature, the claims of Groups I and II are sufficiently linked or related such that search 
and examination of all claims together in one application would not present an undue burden. 

It is therefore respectfully requested that the restriction requirement be withdrawn and 
that examination of claims 1-20 proceed on the merits.
